The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 8, deleted "a" in line 3 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose a fastener having an anchoring bush that comprises two disks on one 
end of an elongated connecting part, with an interpiece therebetween, and an 
adjustable snap lock on the other end of the elongated connecting part for lockingly 
adjusting the bush. The fastener also comprises a receiving part with a ring-like open 
receiving element flexibly connected to a fixing region by a plurality of arms with elbows, 
wherein the disks clasp the fixing region with the interpiece received by the ring-like 
receiving element. None of the prior art show the interpiece between the disks received 
in the ring-like open receiving element of the receiving part.
